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 Criticize Truman From 


All Sides for His Pass 
At ‘’Selfish Interests’ 


WASHINGTON, (/P)—President Truman’s sharp attack on 


“selfish interests urging drastic cuts” 


in federal spending col- 


lided today with both Democratic and Republican criticism 


in Congress. 


So did his assertion that many people would like to have 


a depression ‘for 
sons.” 

On the other hand, Senator 
Pepper (D.-Fla.) called Mr. Tru- 
man’s arguments “reasonable com- 
mon sense and full of practical 
justification.” 

The President spoke out last 
night in telling the nation about 
his new prcgram, designed to ex- 
pand production and avert a more 
Serious business slump. He went 
on both the radio and television. 

“We shall have to be sure,” the 
President said, “that the selfish 
interests do not drive us into the 
ditch, as they have done before.” 

Not in Depression 

As he did in the economic re- 
port he sent tc Congress last Mon- 
day, Mr. Truman said: “We are 
not in a depression.” Many peo- 
ple who talk of a depression, he 
said, would like to have one “for 
political reasons.” 

But he added that the increase 
in the number of people out of 
work “is something to worry 
about, and something that must 
be cured.” 

The President again lit into the 
Republican-ruled 80th Congress of 
1947-48 for cutting income taxes. 
He criticized it, too, for refusing 
to enact the anti-inflation pro- 
gram he wanted then but now has 
abandoned because, he said, of 
changed conditions. 

Same Interests 

He called those policies blunders 
on the part of the 80th Congress, 
and he said “selfish interests” 
were to blame. Then he added: 

“Now these same selfish inter- 
ests are urging us to commit a 
third great blunder. They are now 
urging drastic cuts in government 
expenditures — cuts which would 
fall hardest on those expenditures 
which are most important to our 
domestic economy.” 

Senator McClellan (D.- Ark.), 
chief sponsor of the economy reso- 
lution, commented that there are 
certain contemplated expenditures 
for public works “that would of

“Tf cutting taxes last year was 
such an awful blunder, I don’t 
know why the President isn’t 
standing by his original request 
for a $4,000,000,000 tax increase.” 

Senator Wherry of Nebraska, 
the Senate Republican leader, put 
it this way: 

“The Truman administration is 
the crowd that is leading us into 
the ditch. The administration is 
taking us right down the avenue 
of deficit spending, and I don’t 
know how we cculd go into the 
ditch any faster or deeper.”

By Commie Press 
To Church Order 


ROME (/P)—The Pope’s excom- 
munication of Communists stung 
the Communist-controlled press cf 
Europe to violent reaction today. 

The Vatican disclosed last night 
that Pope Pius XII has cut off 
from the sacraments and comforts 
of the faith, all Roman Catholics 
“who make profession of the ma- 
terialistic and anti-Christian doc- 
trine of the Communists.” 

The action was a stern warning 
that the church will not compro- 
mise with communism. 

Act of Hatred 

Il Paese, Communist-line news- 
paper in Rome, called the decree 
“an act of hatred” and the offi- 
cial Italian Communist newspaper, 
L’Unita, said the order “crowns a 
violent prcvocatory campaign of 
the Holy See against Catholics 
who do not intend to submit to 
its political directives.” 

Italy is an overwhelmingly Cath- 
olic country in which the Com- 
munists officially number more 
than 2,000,000, and the papal de- 
cree could have a telling effect 
here. 

5 Million Votes 

The Communists have swung 5,- 
000,000 votes in the postwar elec- 
tions in France, also a predomi- 
nantly Catholic country, where the 
warning of the Pope to the faith- 
ful to avoid exposing. themselves 
to Communist doctrines and writ- 
ings, also could have a heavy 
effect. 

The concern the Communists 
apparently feel in France is re- 
‘lected in the official French Ccm- 
munist newspaper, L’Humanite. 
In an angry attack on the Vatican, 
the newspaper termed the decree 
“pure totalitarianism.”

If you're 
building or remodeling a home, 
there’s additional reason for sav- 
ing those shirt boards, Stack them 
near the old broom used for sweep- 
ing up wood shavings, plaster 
particles, and the mud and dirt 
which is daily tracked into the 
house by workmen. 

And when it comes to prepar- 
ing food for the family housewives 
you will find these shirt boards 
come in handy. Vegetables or 
fruit for a salad could be peeled 
on one of these boards and then 
cardboard and peelings disposed 
of. Because of the absorbent pro- 
perties of the cardboard, there 
would not be the possibility of 
breakage and spillage of the wet 
refuse (as is the case of paper) 
before the board and contents 
were placed in the garbage can.
